BRITISH DIRIGIBLE 
CROSSES ATLANTIC 


Mineola, July 6 —Great Britain's 
super-dirigible R-34, the first lighter- 
than-air machine to cross the Atlan- 
tic, anchored here at Roosevelt Fly- 
ing Field at 9.54 a.m. today, after an 
aerial voyage of 108 hours and ‘12 
minutes, which covered 3,130 knots, 
or approximately 3,600 land miles. 
When the super-Zeppelin arrived here 
she had left only enough petroleum 
to keep her moving 90 minutes 
longr.

WHISKY STILL CAPTURED. 
The Provincial Police have a full 
fledged whisky still at the barracks, 
which they captured recently out-east 
of Coronation.

STILL SUPPORTER 
OF UNION GOVERNMENT 


W. A. BUCHANAN STATES HIS 
POSITION WITH REGARD TO 
CAUCUS. 


Ottawa, June 30.—The report pub- 
lished recently ‘in the Calgary Herald 
regarding W. A. Buchanan, member 
for Lethbridge, and his relation to 
the Union caucus, following his vote 
against the government on the bud- 
get, is not warranted by the facts, so 
the member for Lethbridge asserts. 

When Mr. Buchanan decided , to 
vote against the government on the 
budget, he offered his resignation as 
whip to Premier Borden, as he felt 
it was the honest course to pursue. 
The premier said he understood and 
appreciated Mr. Buchanan's position, 
and refused to accept it. Nearly every 
whip, Liberal and Conservative, has 
gone on record against government 
measures in the past, and the Leth- 
bridge member’s action was, there- 
fore, not without.precedent. 

Mr. Buchanan, nor other Unionists 
who voted against the government on 
the budget, are not treated differently 
by the Unionists. They were all in- 
vited to last week’s caucus. It is 
true many Liberal Unionists refuse 
to endorse the proposal of a perman- 
ent Unionist party. They don't feel 
they were elected with that as an 
object. Their support of parties in 
future depends in public affafrs. 
It is the infention of all of them to 
support Union government for the 
present except in instances where 
there is a conscientious difference in 
views. The Liberal Unionists from 
the west feel that they were elected 
for a certain purpose, and not to 
abandon old principles and enter a 
new party unléss the new party cor- 
responds ‘to their principles.

CATTLE. 
Lack of quality and indifference on 
the part of fhe buyers let the Alberta 


beef prices down this week with a 
bump. At Calgary the steers are 
selling a full dollar under last week 
and cows are reduced almost the 
same. There ihaxe not been any sales 
of steers this week at anything over 
$11.00, but there was not any finish 
to the animals on hand. Common 
steers are down as low as $8.50. Com- 
mon butcher cows are down as low 
as 34,00 and the best of them are 
bringing from $7.50 to $8.00. Ail the 
stocker and _ feeder cattle have 
slumped, with possible exception of 
stocker cows, ‘same of which are in 
fairly ncle beef condition, and are 
taken back to the .country at prices 
up to $7.00. Feeder steers with 
weight and quality would ibring up to 
$10.00, being picked out of: the medi- 
um to good butcher classes at that 
figure. Stocker steers from $7.50 to 
$8.50. Receipts at Calgary light 
during the week.

THE BRITISH NAVY AND 
5 ITS DEADWOOD 


The extent’ to which five years of 
war have revolutionized sea warfare 
is illustrated strikingly by the news 
that comes from London that the Brit- 
ish Naval authorities are preparing to 
sell no less than 170 warships and to 
place on the non-effective list five 
classes of battleships, two classes of 
armoured cruisers, ten classes of un- 
protected cruisers and a large number 
of smaller vessels. Taken as a 
whole the warships thus put out of 
commission would, previous to” the 
outbreak of war, have made a res- 
pectable navy for almost any power 
except Britain. 

The fact that Great Britain can 
dispense with them without: waiting 
to hear of similar reductions in the 
navies of other countries and pre- 


—_ sumably, therefore, without relatively 


weakening her own, illustrates also 
the futility of computing naval power 
in the mere number of battleships or 
;armoured cruisers. How much;. in 
computation of sea-power, do the or- 
dinary tables showing the number of 
vessels of the several classes in the 
navies of the world mean to the ex- 
pert? Absolutely nothing ; yet it is 
upon such highly deceiving data that 
public opinion is based. 

Many of the vessels now being sold 
or placed on the non-effective list by 
the British Admiralty have their 
counterparts in our own fleets. But 
we have nothing like the excess of 
naval power possessed by Great

Because these proceedings were so 
burdensome and_ unsatis- 
factory, the Hon. A. G., MacKay, Min- 
ister of Municipal Affairs, at the last 
session of the Legislature, introduced 
legislation under the name of the Tax 
Recovery Act, which will greatly sim- 
plify and reduce the expense of the 
Tax Enforcement proceedngs in fu- 
ture. 

Under the Tax Recovery Act, lands, 
on which taxes are in arrears on the 
first day of July of the year following 
that in which they were levied, are 
liable to be sold for taxes and the 
Treasurer, Assessor or Collector, as 
the case may be, of each City, Town, 
Village or Municipal District shall, on 
or before the Fourteenth day of Aug- 
ust in each year, submit to the Mayor 
or Reeve of the Municipality, a list 
of all lands that are Hable to be sold 
for taxes. The Mayor or Reeve, on 
satisfying himself that the ljst is cor- 
rect, gives the proper official a war- 
rant authorizing him to advertise for 
such 
list. Such sale is required to be ad- 
vertised once a week for two consec- 
utive weeks in a newspaper or news- 


papers published in the Municipality, 


or if there is no newspaper published 
therein, in a newspaper circulating in 
the Municipality. Such advertise- 
ment must be published not less than 
six weeks before the date of sale and 
is required to contain a list of the 
lands to be sold.

The Tax Recovery Act provides for 
the immediate sale of land for taxes, 


‘without waiting for a year as required 


by the forfeiture proceedings. ‘If the 
land can be sold at all, this brings in 
the taxes immediately. If it cannot 
be sold, very little expense has been 
incurred. In addition to making pro- 
vision whereby Municipalities may 
obtain their taxes more quickly, the 
Tax Recovery Act provides a simple 
method whereby action may be taken 
at an expense that will not be more 
‘than one third of what it was under 
the forfeiture proceedings set forth 
in different Municipal Acts, and if the 
land is worth the taxes the Municipal- 
ity gets results quickly, while if the 
land will not sell, the Municipality 
has not been put to any great ex- 
pense. 

The provisions of the Tax Recovery 
Act will come into force in the year 
1920, and on and after the year 1920 
the Tax Enforcement Proceedings 
provided for in the Mun- 
icipal Acts will cease to be operative 
except insofar as proceedings instit- 
uted prior to the end of the current 
year are concerned.

MOST IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL IS 
GIVEN LATE CANADIAN IN 
WINNIPEG. 


Winnipeg, July 3—No more _ im- 
pressive military funeral has ever 
been witnessed in Winnipeg than that 
of the late Major-General Sir S. B. 
Steele, K.C.M.G., C.B., M.V.O., this 
afternoon. Official representatives of 
the Dominion, the province, the city 
and numerous public organizations 
joined with the military in paying 
solemn tribute to the warrior whose 
death has been mourned on three con- 
tinents. _ 

Service was opened at All Saint’s 
church at 2.30 p.m. At its conclus- 
ion, the casket was carried by the 
pall-bearers between two lines of the 
firing party standing at attention 
with arms presented, to the gun car- 
riage. 

Six members of the R.N.W.M.P. 
acted as_ pall-bearers, followed by 
six honorary pall-bearers, being Gen. 
H. D. B. Ketchen, C.B., C.M.G.; Brig.- 
Gen. Hugh Dyer, C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O.; 
Brig.Gen. H. M. Ruttan, C.M.G.,; 
Brig.-Gen. R. W. Patterson, C.M.G., 
D.S.O.; Brig.Gen. J. A. Kirkcaldy, 
C.M.G., D.S.O., and Lieut.-Col. J. B.

Vancouver, B.C:, July 3.—The de- 
termination of the Great War Veter- 
ans to keep themsclves clear of 
party affiliations was demonstrated at 
this morning’s session of the Domin- 
ion convention, when they unanimous- 
ly rejected an invitation by D. D. Mc- 
Kenzie, the Liberal leader, to send 
delegates to the national convention 
in Ottawa in August. There was a 
very little discussion on the invita- 
tion, which was shelved with a reso- 
lution to forward to Mr. McKenzie a 
copy of the association’s constitution 
showing their standing on such ques- 
tions. 

Most of the morning sitting.was de- 
voted to questions of constitution and 
membership. After sevei'tal alterna- 
tive proposals, it was decided that 
qualification for membership be en- 
larged to include those who had 
joined up, but had not left Canada, 
found some support, but not suffi- 
cient to carry. Less support was 
given a proposal from the Manitoba 
command that the association should 
be organized on the basis of a frat- 
ernal organization, granting degrees 
according to status of service; and 
still less was received for a motion 
to throw the organization wide open 
so that it should include anyone who 
had served or should serve under the 
British flag in any war. 

Comrade R. Calder, of Montreal, ex- 
plained that they were, at ‘present, 
working under two _ constitutions, 
though they were practically identi- 
cal. One of these had been drawn 
up when they were practically a vol- 
untary body; the second had been 
made necessary when they incorpor- 
ated under the Companies’ act. A 
few changes would bring one to the 
level of the gther, and he moved that 
they adopt the latter constitution. 
This proposal was carried without 
discussion. 


EX-KAISER WILL SOON 
BE ON TRIAL 


London, July 3.—The former Ger- 
man emperor will soon be placed on 
trial. Premier Ligyd George made 
this announcement in the house of 
commons today in his report on the 
peace negotiations. The premier de- 
clared that the tribunal which would 
try the former emperor would sit in 
London. 

The German army, the premier 
said, was at present inadequate to 
disturb the peace of the feeblest of 
the neighbors of Germany. 

The terms of the treaty with Ger- 
many in some respects were terrible, 
the premier said, but terrible would 
have been the consequences if Ger- 
many had succeeded. 

German officers who had commit- 
ted appalling infamies, the premier 
added, would also be placed on trial. 

Mr. Lloyd George declared that the 
British delegation has taken a stand 
resolutely opposing any attempt to 
put a predominately German popula- 
tion under Polish rule.

DRINK AND 
DEGENERACY | 


The Boards of Health of St. John, 
Halifax, Toronto and New York, and 


authorities from all over the world, 
agree that the drinking of parents 
causes mental and physical defects 
in children. This means an immense 
loss to the country. Dr. Sullivan, of 
Great Britain, reported in 1915 that 
an investigation of the children of 21 
drinking mothers showed that 55 
per cent, died under two years of age; 
while of the children of 28 sober 
mothers only 23 percent. died under 
that age. 

We establish Boards of Health to 
prevent disease ; we compel vaccin- 
ation to prevent smallpox; we have 
milk inspectors to secure pure milk; 
we establish sanitariums to treat 
tuberculosis. Should we allow the 
saloon to exist which does a hundred 
times more harm than all these 
combined? 

Our Government quarantines our 
ports against cholera, yellow fever, 
sniall pox ; bulletins are published to 
teach the farmer about the care of his 
crops and fruits, and to acquaint him 
with the best grade of apples, pota- 
toes, wheat, etc. If as much atten- 
tion had been given to teaching the 
people the poisonous nature of alco- 
hol, we would not need prohibition 
laws. How many young men would 
drink liquors if they really knew the 
facts of the case; or how many 
young girls would think of marrying 
a young man who uses intoxicating 
liquors? ~ 

A recent writer says truly “If a 
good breed of stock means money in 
the pocket of the farmer, why should 
not the government find it as im- 
portant to raise up a virile race of 
men and women who would add to our 
country’s wealth?” 

Every nation now realizes that 
alcohol ig the most important factor 
in race degeneracy. The favorite 
drink in Bulgaria is buttermilk, and 
one person in every thousand lives to 
over a hundred years of age, while 
not a few live to one hundred and 
fifty years. The United States comes 
nhext with one centenarian to every 
2,500; Spain one in every 4,400 ; 
France one in every 190,000 ; Isngland 
one in every 200,000 i, and Germany 
one in every 700,000. It is not a mere 
accident that the nation which drinks 
the least alcohol, and whose favorite 
drink is buttermilk, has the greatest 
number of centenarians,’ while the 
country that drinks eight times as 
much beer has the smallest number. 
It is not a mere cointidence that in 
poth Canada and the United States

BONUS FGR-WAR  * 
VETERANS IS 
STRONGLY URGED) 


Vancouver, July 3—The famous 
“Calgary resolution” around which 
such a great deal of discussion has 
raged in Canadian military circles, 
‘was the chief bone of contention at 
‘Wednesday afternoon's’ session of the 
dominion convention of the G.W.V.A. 


‘The resolution, which calls for the 
granting of a bonus in cash of $2000 
to the veterans who served in the 
ljne, and $1,500 to those who only got 
as far as England, and $1,000 to the 
soldiers who remained in Canada, 
cause a storm of debate. The dis- 
cussion continued at the evening ses- 
sion. Introducing the resolution, 
Comrade Waistef!, Calgary, said, in 
part: 

“The percentage of men qualified

The resolution as introduced by 
Comrade McDonald, Montreal, em- 
bodies some of the provisions of the 
“Calgary resolution,” but leaves out 
certain others. The original Calgary 
document “was submitted as an 
amendment to that put forward by 
the resolutions committee, which 
reads, after a preamble, setting forth 
the necessity of placing the returned 
soldier on an equal basis with the 
eitizen whase earning power was not 
affected by military service and war 
conditions, as follows: 


THE RESOLUTION. 
- “Be it therefore resolved by this 


convention that we urge upon th 


sses supplied through the G.W.V.A. 


y. 
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government of Canada the necessity 
of an immediate adoption of a sys 
tem of bonus payments as the only 
satisfactory and effective means of 
re-establishing the soldiers. 

“And be it further resolved that 
after careful thought and full con- 
sideration we are of the opinion that 
such ,a system of bonus payments 
should provide at least $1000 to each 
member of the expeditionary forces 
who served in Canada with an addi- 
tional $500 to those who served over- 
seas and a further additional $500 to 
those serving in the actual theatre of 
war, or a granting of a cash bonus 
approximating these amounts upon an 
equality basis, the distribution there- 
of to be determined by a joint par- 
liamentary and G.W.V.A. commission. 

“And that this bonus should be in 
addition to any gratuity or pension 
for disability resulting from service; 
and that in case of members of the 
expeditionary forces whose death oc- 
curred either while in the service or 
after discharge therefrom, such bonug 
shall be paid to their dependents; all
